intraocular pressure in the treatment of glaucoma; Nevirapine and its salts, an 
inhibitor of the Human Immunodeficiency Virus 1 (HIV-1) reverse transcriptor 
indicated for use in combination with two reverse transcriptase inhibitor nucle- 
oside analogues for the treatment of HIV-1 infection when antiretroviral ther- 
apy is warranted; Nitroscanate, an agent indicated for the treatment of cestode 
infections in dogs and cats; Penciclovir and its salts, an antiviral agent indi- 
cated for the treatment of recurrent cold sores in adults caused by herpes 
viruses; Repaglinide and its salts and derivatives, an oral antidiabetic indicated 
as an adjunct to diet and exercise in Type 2 diabetes mellitus which cannot be 
controlled by diet and exercise; Sildenafil and its salts, a selective inhibitor of

Tobacco Products Information Regulations, to set out the requirements for § Tobacco Act 
information that is to be displayed on all tobacco products that are for retail 
sale in Canada. The proposed Regulations would require that every manufac- 
turer and/or importer ensure that every package and carton of cigarettes, 
tobacco sticks, cigarette tobacco, leaf tobacco, kreteks, bidis, pipe tobacco, 
cigars (other than individually wrapped cigars) or smokeless tobacco display a 
prescribed health warning on 50 percent of the principal display surface. 
Under the proposed Regulations, cigarette packages would feature one of 16 
health warnings and kreteks, bidis, tobacco sticks, cigarette tobacco and leaf 
tobacco would feature one of 8 health warnings. These messages would be fea- 
tured equally within each brand. All required health warning messages are set 
out in a document which is incorporated by reference into the proposed Regu- 
lations. 

6 Pipe tobacco and cigars, other than those cigars that are individually-wrapped, 

@ would be required to display one of eight health warnings distributed equally. 
These health warnings are also set out in the document incorporated by refer- 
ence into the proposed Regulations. 
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Tobacco manufacturers and importers would be required to display equally, on 
individually-wrapped cigars, one of eight messages. As they do not employ the 
use of graphics, these health warnings are set out in the proposed Regulations. 
Tobacco manufacturers and importers would be required to display, on smoke- 
less tobacco, one of four health warnings, the warnings being distributed 
equally among these products. As they do not employ the use of graphics, these 
health warnings are also set out in the proposed Regulations. Except for indi- 
vidually-wrapped cigars and smokeless tobacco, the health warnings will be 
made available by the Minister in electronic format to be reproduced in colour. 
Information about the toxic emissions (tar, nicotine, carbon monoxide, ben- 
zene, hydrogen cyanide and formaldehyde) of cigarettes, kreteks, bidis, 
tobacco sticks, small cigars, cigarette tobacco, and pre-packaged leaf tobacco 
would be required to be displayed on a side of the package. Information about 
the toxic constituents (nicotine, lead, nitrosamines) of smokeless tobacco 
would be required to be displayed on either one side or on the bottom of the 
package. Every manufacturer and importer of cigarettes, kreteks, bidis, tobacco 
sticks or small cigars that are packaged in slide packages, would also be 
required to place a short message on the upper slide-flap directing the reader to 
the back of the slide or the leaflet, as applicable. 

In keeping with the September 1995 Supreme Court of Canada ruling on simi- 
lar provisions concerning health messages and health information, and in con- 
formity with the Tobacco Act, these proposed Regulations would allow tobacco 
manufacturers and importers to attribute the information required by the pro- 
posed Regulations to Health Canada. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I 
on January 22, 2000) 


Tobacco Reporting Regulations, to set out the requirements for the reporting 
of sales data, manufacturing information, ingredients, toxic constituents, toxic 
emissions, research activities and promotional activities by manufacturers and 
importers. The proposed Regulations would replace sections 17 to 20 of the 
TPCR and expand the current reporting requirements in order to obtain more 
complete data on tobacco products, and provide Health Canada with better 
access to more relevant and current information about the toxic substances in 
tobacco products and tobacco smoke. With this information, Health Canada 
would be in a better position to propose more effective regulatory initiatives 
that could further reduce the adverse health effects of tobacco use. 

The proposed Regulations would expand current reporting requirements to 
include more classes of tobacco products sold in Canada. The expanded list of 
tobacco products to be reported would include: cigarettes, cigarette tobacco, 
leaf tobacco, pipe tobacco, cigars, tobacco sticks, kreteks (clove and tobacco 
cigarettes), bidis (small tendu leaves or similar leaves hand-wrapped over 
tobacco), and smokeless tobacco. 

The proposed Regulations would also require that an expanded list of toxic 
emissions from smoke be reported for the above-mentioned classes of tobacco 
products, with the exception of pipe tobacco and cigars (other than small 
cigars), due to the current inability to test the emissions from these products, 
and smokeless tobacco as this product does not produce smoke. The list of re- 
portable emissions found in mainstream smoke (inhaled by the smoker) and 
side stream smoke (inhaled by non-smokers) would be increased from three 
(tar, nicotine and carbon monoxide) to more than 40 different chemical com- 
pounds. Manufacturers and importers would also have to report on the amount 
of 33 different constituents found in whole tobacco (unburned tobacco). How- 
ever, the proposed Regulations would allow exemptions for limited reporting 
for manufacturers who have a small share of the market; for products that are 
deemed identical; or for products in relation to which a correlation has been 
demonstrated. 
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=> Manufacturers and importers would be required to report information on all 
é aspects of their products, including the tobaccos and other components or 


ingredients used in the manufacturing process, and the papers, tubes and filters. 
This requirement would apply to all manufacturers and importers of the above- 
mentioned classes of tobacco products sold in Canada. In addition, manufac- 
turers and importers of cigarette papers, tubes and filters would be required to 
submit information on ingredients, components and performance specifications 
of these products. The proposed Regulations would require that tobacco manu- 
facturers and importers submit lists of studies — undertaken by or on behalf of 
the manufacturer or importer — to Health Canada to enable the Department to 
better understand the ways in which tobacco products are modified over time. 
Applicable studies would include those that examine the toxicity and health 
effects of tobacco products; the taste and flavour of tobacco products; the mod- 
ification and development of tobacco products; and the ingredients in tobacco 
products. Additional information about studies and their results could also be 
requested by the Minister. 

The proposed Regulations would also specify that manufacturers and importers 
of tobacco products report on promotional activities on a brand-by-brand, 
province-by-province basis. Provisions of the Regulations would stipulate, for 
example, that copies of all promotional materials and facsimiles of signs and 
programs used or displayed on site of sponsored events or activities be pro- 
vided to Health Canada. The reporting requirements would also apply to the 
cost of packaging (printing and development costs). (Published in the Canada 
Gazette Part I on January 22, 2000)

Regulations Respecting the Making of Medicated Feed, to establish a mini- 
mum set of mandatory process-control measures (commonly termed “Good 
Manufacturing Practices” or “GMPs’”) that are to be implemented by manufac- 
turers of medicated feeds for food animals or food-producing animals in Can- 
ada. These regulations are to apply to both commercial and non-commercial 
manufacturing operations who wish to manufacture any kind of medicated feed 
on their premises. Medicated feed manufacturers will have to implement pro- 
cess controls and demonstrate the ability to use drugs sources in an orderly and 
safe manner before inspection and licensing of their establishment by the 
Canadian Food Inspection Agency can take place. Once licensed, operators of 
medicated feed-manufacturing establishments will be able to purchase and use 
feed-additive drugs or medicated feeds for the preparation of other medicated 
feeds. Without a licence, feed manufacturers will only be able to manufacture 
unmedicated feeds or purchase and use finished medicated feeds not required 
to be further mixed prior to feeding to livestock. 

It is proposed that the Regulations be phased in over a period of three years to 
allow for the orderly inspection and licencing of the large number of feed man- 
ufacturers who will be subject to the Regulations. Licensing of commercial 
feed mills will occur first, then livestock producers who use concentrated drug 
sources and finally all remaining producers using any kind of drug source to 
make medicated feeds. 
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At the same time, Health Canada has agreed to make amendments to the fed- 
eral Food and Drug Regulations that will phase in prohibitions on the sale or 
distribution of concentrated drug sources to non-licensed medicated feed man- 
ufacturers. Such prohibitions are intended to prevent sales of concentrated 
medications to manufacturers who have not obtained a licence or do not have 
acceptable control measures in place to qualify for a licence. (Published in the 
Canada Gazette Part I on February 5, 2000)

If a sufficient number of shareholders or subordi- 

nated debt holders (or their assignees or successors) object to the amount of 

compensation offered (in a share-based FIRP) or the member objects to the 

amount offered (in an asset-based FIRP), the Governor in Council must appoint 

an assessor. CDIC then must send notice of the appointment of the assessor to 

these dissenting offerees or the member. The proposed Regulations also set out 

how CDIC must send or deliver this notice of appointment. 

The proposed Regulations deal with the following types of notices: vesting 

order re shares; receivership order re assets; appointment of an assessor re vest- 

ing order; and appointment of an assessor re receivership order. (Published in

Regulations Amending the Canadian Aviation Regulations (Parts I and I), 
to make a number of changes, including: expansion of the provisions for leas- 
ing aircraft to allow leasing arrangements for aircraft operated under a Private 
Operator Certificate; changes to conditions affecting delivery, import or export 
of aircraft; the addition of a definition of “ornithopter”; and miscellaneous 
modifications encompassing clarifications, editorial corrections, and provisions 
overlooked during the initial preparation of the Canadian Aviation Regulations. 
More specifically, A series of proposed changes to Part II, Subpart 203 (Opera- 
tion of a Leased Aircraft by a Non-registered Owner) and associated Standard 
223 will allow leasing of a Canadian aircraft between a commercial air opera- 
tor and a private operator or between two private operators without the need to 
change the aircraft registration if all other provisions of Subpart 203 are met. A 
series of terminology changes to CAR 203.01 (Interpretation), CAR 203.02 
(Application), CAR 203.03 (Leasing Operations — General) and Standard 223 
(Standards Respecting the Operation of a Leased Aircraft by a Non-registered 
Owner) will implement this proposed amendment. At present, Subpart 203 lim- 
its aircraft leasing arrangements to Canadian aircraft operated under Part IV 
(Personnel Licensing and Training) or Part VII (Commercial Air Services) of 
the CARs which may be leased between Canadian air operators or between a 
Canadian air operator and a foreign air operator. The proposed changes will 
allow Canadian turbine powered aeroplanes operated under CAR Subpart 604 
(Private Operator Passenger Transportation) to be leased under Sub-part 203 
and will allow Canadian holders of Private Operator Certificates to enter air- 
craft leasing arrangements under Sub-part 203. 

Another proposed change to CAR 203.03 (Leasing Operations — General) will 
add a requirement that a copy of a leasing advisory be carried on board the 
leased aircraft when a leasing advisory has been provided to the Minister under 
subsection (1) of this regulation. At present, there is no requirement for sucha 
document to be carried on board the leased aircraft and, thus, no ready means 
for a departmental official to verify, during operations, that the lease exists and 
that the aircraft operation is being performed in accordance with the conditions 
of the lease. Several proposed amendments will remove unnecessary impedi- 
ments to the manufacture and delivery of aircraft by Canadian manufacturers 
or clarify conditions pertaining to the import or export of aircraft. 

The amendments would also add a definition of “ornithopter” as meaning “a 
heavier-than-air aircraft supported in flight chiefly by the reactions of the air on 
planes to which a flapping motion is imparted”, as a proposed addition to CAR 
101.01. A series of proposed changes to Part II, Subpart 203 (Operation of a 
Leased Aircraft by a Non-registered Owner) and associated Standard 223 will 
allow leasing of a Canadian aircraft between a Canadian air operator and a 
Canadian private operator; also between two Canadian private operators with- 
out the registration being cancelled, if all other provisions of Subpart 203 are 
met. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on February 12, 2000)

- Citalopram and its salts —a highly selective and potent serotonin (5-hydrox- 
ytryptamine, 5S-HT) reuptake inhibitor indicated for the treatment of major 
depressive disorder. 

- Eprosartan and its salts and derivatives —anangiotensin II AT 1 receptor 
antagonist indicated for use in mild to moderate essential hypertensive patients. 
- Eptifibatide and its salts — a reversible antagonist of fibrinogen binding to 
GP IIb/IIIa receptor, the major platelet receptor involved in platelet aggrega- 
tion, indicated for the treatment of patients presenting with symptoms of unsta- 
ble angina/non-Q-wave myocardial infarction. 

- Methacholine chloride —aparasympathomimetic (cholinergic) bronchocon- 
strictor agent to be administered in solution only, by inhalation, for the diagno- 
sis of bronchial airway hyperresponsiveness in subjects suspected of having 
asthma. 

- Orlistat —agastrointestinal lipase inhibitor which is recommended as an 
adjunct to diet and exercise in obese individuals to aid in reducing body 


weight. 

) - Rizatriptan and its salts —a drug indicated only for the acute treatment of 
migraine headache attacks with or without aura. 
The drug to be transferred from Part I to Part II of Schedule F would be: 
- Tilmicosin, when sold or recommended for administration by the oral route 
— a feed additive premix for use in complete swine feeds, as an aid in reducing 
the severity of swine respiratory disease associated with Actinobacillus pleuro- 
pneumoniae and Pasteurella multocida. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I

TAX CHANGES 


Credit Note Information Regulations, amendment, to set out the informa- Excise Tax Act 
tion that must be contained in a credit note given to a customer where the sup- 
plier has granted a price adjustment or has overcharged the customer and where 
the credit note is required in calculation a GST/HST adjustment. The amend- 
ments are consequential to changes to the Act that accommodated another 
common business practice whereby the customer, and not the supplier, issues a 
debit note to a supplier indicating an amount of a GST/HST adjustment. The 
Regulations would refer to debit notes wherever they refer to credit notes. The 
amendments also include a consequential change to the title of the Regulations 
to refer to both credit notes and debit notes. The related changes 
to the Act permitting the use of debit notes were made retroactive to the imple- 
mentation of the GST. Accordingly, these consequential changes to the Regula- 
, \ tions are deemed to have come into force on December 31, 1990. In addition, 
amendments are made to the Regulations to facilitate the use of credit and debit 
notes issued by intermediaries who act for suppliers or purchasers. Specifically, 
these amendments permit a credit or debit note issued by an intermediary to 
satisfy the documentation requirements relating to the supply in order to allow 
the supplier to claim a deduction from net tax. These changes apply in relation 
to supplies made after April 23, 1996, the day on which a parallel change was 
announced relating to the ability of intermediaries to satisfy the documentation 
requirements for input tax credit claims. 
Paragraph 3(e) (formerly paragraph 3(f)) deals with notes relating to patronage 
dividends that are to be treated like price adjustments for GST/HST purposes. 
This paragraph is amended to update cross-references to provisions of the Act 
that were renumbered concurrent with other changes consequential on the 
introduction of the HST. In addition, the information requirements in this case 
are simplified to only require a disclosure of the portion of the dividend that 
represents the adjustment, refund or credit of tax. These changes apply to notes 
issued on or after April 1, 1997, to coincide with the introduction of the HST. 
Two other changes would simplify the information requirements with respect 
to other credit notes and debit notes issued after March 1997: the repeal of the 
requirements for the note to indicate the date of the invoice or agreement to 
which the note relates and the date on which tax was paid or became payable; 
and the repeal of the requirement that the note describe the relevant supply. 
The Regulations continue to provide that the debit or credit note must either 
show separately the amount of the tax adjustment for which the note is issued 
or the amount by which both the consideration and the tax are reduced with a 
statement to the effect that the total includes the tax adjustment. However, the 
requirement to indicate the amount of the price adjustment separately where 
the price and tax are shown separately in the invoice or agreement for the sup- 
ply is repealed. This amendment applies to notes issued after March 1997. 
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In the case where the invoice or agreement is issued on a tax-inclusive basis, an 
amendment to the Regulations requires that the note show the rate or rates of 
tax applicable to each supply for which the tax adjustment is made. This addi- 
tional requirement has been necessitated by the introduction of the HST. In 
order to determine the correct amount of the adjustment to the supplier’s net 
tax, it must be evident whether the relevant transactions were taxable at the 
GST rate of 7 percent or the HST rate of 15 percent. Finally, the short title of 
the Regulations is amended to refer to the HST as of April 1, 1997. (Published 
in the Canada Gazette Part I on February 26, 2000). 


Input Tax Credit Information Regulations, amendment, to permit an 
invoice or receipt issued to the registrant by an agent or other intermediary of 
the supplier to be used to substantiate a GST/HST input tax credit claim of the 
registrant. This amendment applies to supplies made after April 23, 1996, the 
day on which this measure was announced 

The short title of these Regulations is amended to reflect the fact that they 
apply for HST purposes as well. Further, subparagraph 3(b)(iv) of these Regu- 
lations is modified to ensure that where the amount paid or payable for a pur- 
chase includes the amount of GST or HST payable (i.e., it is a tax-included 
price), there is a requirement to indicate the tax rate that applies to the pur- 
chase. This information enables the recipient to determine the actual amount of 
tax charged and therefore the amount that may be claimed as an input tax 
credit. The indication of the rate was not necessary prior to the introduction of 
the HST since there was only a single rate of 7 percent. The HST has intro- 
duced the additional rate of 15 percent, applicable to sales in participating 
provinces. This amendment was proposed and released in draft form on March 
21, 1997. It applies to supplies made on or after April 1, 1997, the implementa- 
tion date of the HST. 

A further amendment to the information requirements prescribed by subpara- 
graph 3(b)(iv) of the Regulations is made as a consequence of the introduction 
of the HST. Clause (C) is added to that subparagraph to address circumstances 
in which a total tax-included amount covers two or more supplies that are tax- 
able at different rates. In that case, it is not enough that the invoice or agree- 
ment simply identify the fact that both the 7 percent and 15 percent rates apply 
where applicable. In order to calculate the amount of tax included in the total 
amount charged, and therefore the appropriate input tax credit, it is necessary 
that the total tax-included amount be broken out between the amount that is 
attributable to the supplies taxable at the rate of 7 percent and the supplies tax- 
able at the rate of 15 percent. The amendment to add this additional require- 
ment was proposed on November 26, 1997, when the Regulations were again 
released in draft form. However, new clause (C) applies only to supplies made 
after January 1998. The delay in the effective date of the latter change was pro- 
vided in order to allow affected businesses time to make any necessary adjust- 
ments to their invoicing practices. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on 
February 26, 2000). 


Publications Supplied by a Non-resident Registrant Regulations, amend- 
ment, to make consequential amendments are made to the Regulations to 
reflect changes that have been made to the provisions of the Act dealing with 
imported publications. Specifically, the provision of the Act under which these 
Regulations are made [formerly sub-section 143(2)] has been renumbered as 
section 143.1. The cross-references to that provision in the Regulations are 
therefore amended accordingly, as of the day on which the amendment to the 
Act came into effect. As well, the related provisions of the Act have been 
amended to apply to all registered persons who supply foreign publications in 
the manner indicated, whether or not those persons are non-resident. Conse- 
quently, the Regulations are amended to delete all references to “non-resident.” 
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Since registrants who solicit orders in Canada for publications to be sent by 
mail or courier to Canada are required to collect GST/HST directly from their 
customers, section 4 of the Regulations provides that the supplier’s GST/HST 
registration number must appear on the imported publication or its packag- 
ing.This ensures that the publications are not also taxed upon importation. 
Given that this treatment of imported publications was, by virtue of the above- 
mentioned amendments to the Act, extended to resident suppliers as well as 
non-residents, section 4 is amended such that it is no longer applicable just to 
non-residents. 

Another amendment to these Regulations replaces the reference to a customs 
tariff item with a reference to publications included in the schedule of non-tax- 
able importations under the Act. This change does not have a substantive effect 
since the same publications are dealt with in both places. However, this change 
in cross-reference avoids having to amend the Regulations in future should 
there ever be a change in the tariff item. 

In addition, the reference in the Regulations to “audio-cassettes” that accom- 
pany imported publications is updated to refer instead to “audio-recordings.” 
The latter two amendments came into force on November 26, 1997, the day on 
which these amendments were proposed and released in draft form. Finally, the 
short title of these Regulations is amended to reflect the implementation of the 
HST on April 1, 1997. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on February 26, 
2000).

One of the 

fundamental requirements for licence issuance, as well as maintenance of a 

licence, is that the corporation must, at all times, be Canadian as defined in sec- 

tion 55 of the CTA. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on February 26, 

2000). 


Railway Safety Management System Regulations, to require all federally Railway Safety Act 
regulated railways to implement a Safety Management System. The Railway 
Safety Act defines a Safety Management System to be “a formal framework for 
integrating safety into day-to-day railway operations and includes safety goals 
and performance targets, risk assessments, responsibilities and authorities, 
rules and procedures and monitoring and evaluation processes.” The regulation 
will require railway Safety Management Systems to have the following compo- 
nents: 

—a company safety policy, annual safety performance targets and associated 
safety initiatives to achieve the targets approved by a senior company officer 
and communicated to employees; 

— clear authorities, responsibilities and accountabilities for safety at all levels; 
—a system for involving employees and their representatives in the develop- 
ment and implementation of the Safety Management System; 

—systems for identifying applicable railway safety regulations, rules, stan- 
dards, orders and exemptions and procedures for demonstrating compliance 
with them; 

—a process for identifying safety issues and concerns, including those associ- 
ated with human factors, third-parties and significant changes to railway opera- 
tions, and evaluating and classifying risks by means of a risk assessment; 
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— risk control strategies; 

—systems for accident and incident reporting, investigation, and analysis and 
corrective action; 

—systems for ensuring that employees and others granted access to railway 
property have appropriate skills and training and adequate supervision to 
ensure that they comply with all safety requirements; 

— procedures for the collection and analysis of data for assessing safety per- 
formance; 

— procedures for periodic internal safety audits, reviews by management, 
monitoring and evaluations of the Safety Management System; 

—systems for monitoring management-approved corrective actions resulting 
from required systems and processes; and 

— consolidated documentation describing the systems for each component of 
the Safety Management System. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on 
February 26, 2000).

The second exception authorizes institutions to disclose specific supervisory 
information (i.e. information pertaining to any Superintendent directive relat- 
ing to capital or liquidity and/or information relating to a Superintendent direc- 
tion of compliance) where disclosure would be required by securities laws. 
Authority to make these Regulations was included in Bill C-67 (known as the 
Foreign Bank Branching Bill, which can now be referred to as chapter 28 of the 
Statutes of Canada 1999).

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HEALTH 


Tobacco Reporting Regulations, to set out the requirements for information 
that must be displayed on all tobacco products that are for retail sale in Canada. 
The Regulations require that manufacturers and/or importers of tobacco prod- 
ucts ensure that every package or carton of cigarettes, tobacco sticks, cigarette 
tobacco, leaf tobacco, kreteks (clove and tobacco cigarettes), bidis (small tendu 
leaves hand-wrapped over tobacco), pipe tobacco, cigars and smokeless 
tobacco display a prescribed health warning message. With one exception 
relating to cigars, this health warning message will occupy 50 percent of the 
principal display surface of the package. Packages of cigarettes, kreteks, 
tobacco of sixteen health warning messages equally displayed among brands. 
Packages of pipe tobacco and cigars, will display one of four health warnings 
equally distributed among brands. The health warnings for all these products 
will contain both graphics and text and are set out in the document entitled 
Health Warnings and Information for Tobacco Products, which is incorporated 
in the Regulations by reference. In the case of smokeless tobacco and bidis, 
manufacturers and importers would be required to display four text only health 
warning messages described in the Regulations. 

Every manufacturer or importer of cigarettes, tobacco sticks, cigarette tobacco, 
leaf tobacco and kreteks must also display, equally among brands, either: (1) 
one of nine smoking cessation messages, or (2) one of seven disease informa- 
tion messages. For packages that consist of a slide and a shell, the message 
must be displayed on the back of the slide, or on a leaflet. For all other pack- 
ages, with the exception of soft packs, a leaflet must be provided with the mes- 
sage displayed on it-Every manufacturer or importer of cigarettes, kreteks, 
bidis, tobacco sticks or cigars whose packages are slide packages, must also 
provide, on the upper slide-flap of the package, a short message directing the 
reader to either the back of the slide or the leaflet. 

Information about the toxic chemicals found in tobacco smoke (tar, nicotine, 
carbon monoxide, benzene, hydrogen cyanide and formaldehyde) of cigarettes, 
kreteks, bidis, tobacco sticks, cigarette tobacco, and leaf tobacco must be dis- 
played on a side of the package. Information about the toxic chemicals (nico- 
tine, lead, nitrosamines) in smokeless tobacco must be displayed on a side or 
the bottom of the package. 

In keeping with the September 1995 Supreme Court of Canada ruling on simi- 
lar provisions concerning health messages and toxic emissions information, 
and in conformity with the Tobacco Act, these Regulations allow tobacco man- 
ufacturers and importers to attribute the information required by the Regula- 
tions to Health Canada. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on April 1, 
2000) 


Tobacco Products Information Regulations, to set out the requirements for 
the reporting of sales data, manufacturing information, tobacco product ingre- 
dients, toxic constituents, toxic emissions, research activities and promotional 
activities by tobacco manufacturers and importers. The Regulations expand the 
reporting requirements of the Tobacco Products Control Regulations by allow- 
ing Health Canada to obtain more complete data on tobacco products and by 
providing better access to more relevant and current information about the 
toxic substances in tobacco products and tobacco smoke. 

The Regulations also require that an expanded list of toxic chemicals found in 
tobacco smoke be reported for the above-mentioned classes of tobacco prod- 
ucts with three exceptions: cigars, pipe tobacco and smokeless tobacco. Cigars 
and pipe tobacco are exempt from this requirement as standardized test meth- 
ods have not yet been developed to test for the smoke from these products. 
Smokeless tobacco is exempt from the requirement as this product does not 
produce smoke. The list of reportable chemicals found in mainstream smoke 
(inhaled by the smoker) and side stream smoke (inhaled by non-smokers) is 
being increased from three (tar, nicotine and carbon monoxide) to more than 40 
different chemical compounds. 
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Manufacturers and importers must also report on a list of 33 chemicals found 
in whole tobacco (unburned tobacco). However, the Regulations allow for lim- 
ited reporting for manufacturers who have less than 1 percent of the total sales 
of a designated product in that year in Canada. Additionally, for tobacco prod- 
ucts where the level of selected chemicals in smoke has been demonstrated 
through laboratory testing to be similar among brands, Only one report is 
required for each group of similar brands, rather than brand by brand. 
Manufacturers and importers are required to report information on all aspects 
of their products, including the tobaccos and other components or ingredients 
used in the manufacturing process, and the papers, tubes and filters. This 
requirement applies to all manufacturers and importers of the above-mentioned 
classes of tobacco products sold in Canada. In addition, manufacturers and 
importers of cigarette papers, tubes and filters would be required to submit 
information on ingredients, components and performance specifications of 
these products. 

The Regulations require that tobacco manufacturers and importers submit lists 
of studies — undertaken by or on behalf of a manufacturer or importer — to 
Health Canada to enable the Department to better understand the ways in 
which tobacco products are modified over time. Applicable studies include 
those that examine the toxicity and health effects of tobacco products, the taste 
and flavour of tobacco products, the modification and development of tobacco 
products, and the ingredients in tobacco products. Additional information 
about studies and their results could also be requested by the Minister. 

The Regulations also specify that manufacturers and importers of tobacco 
products are required to report on promotional activities on a brand-by-brand, 
province-by-province basis. They stipulate, for example, that copies of all pro- 
motional materials and facsimiles of signs and programs used or displayed on 
site of sponsored events or activities be provided to Health Canada. The 
reporting requirements also include the cost of packaging (printing and devel- 
opment costs). (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on April 1, 2000)

Processing and Distribution of Semen for Assisted Conception Regulations 
(Semen Regulations), amendment, to authorize, under certain conditions, spe- 
cial access to donor semen that otherwise would be unavailable. (This is an 
advance notice of intention to change the regulations.) 

The amendments would establish a proposed Donor Semen Special Access 
Programme (DSSAP), to allow physicians to gain access, on a case by case 
basis, to donor semen for use in AC that does not meet the normal requirements 
of Semen Regulations. It is proposed that special access to the semen of a 
donor collected on a given date would be authorized by Health Canada’s Ther- 
apeutic Products Programme provided the following proposed conditions are 
met: 

(A) the needs of the patient cannot be met using donor semen that has been 
processed in accordance with the Semen Regulations, and by direct reference 
with the CFAS 2000 Guidelines; (B) there is no evidence that the requested 
donor semen is contaminated with an infectious agent; (C) serological testing 
for Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) — I and II antibody, Hepatitis C 
Virus (HCV) antibody, and Hepatitis B Surface Antigen (HBsAg) have been 
performed with respect to the requested donor semen and the result of the tests 
are negative; and (D) the application for special access, made by the physician, 
is accompanied by the following information: 

(i) a signed rationale from the physician to support the use of the requested 
donor semen; (ii) a signed attestation from the physician that the patient has 
been fully informed of the risks associated with the requested donor semen; 
and (iii) a consent form signed by the patient indicating that the patient under- 
stands and accepts the risks associated with the use of the requested donor 
semen. DSSAP authorization would then permit the distribution or importation 
for distribution of the requested donor semen for use by the patient in respect 
of whom the physician made the application. The ultimate decision to use donor 
semen obtained through DSSAP would remain with the patient and her physi- 
cian. DSSAP is not intended to be a mechanism to promote or encourage the 
use of donor semen that is non-compliant with the Semen Regulations, but 
rather to provide access to donor semen in exceptional circumstances. (Pub-

AGRICULTURE 


Meat Inspection Regulations, 1990, amendment, to provide the basis for the 
implementation of a new poultry inspection system, the Modernized Poultry 
Inspection Program (MPIP). MPIP is the Canadian Food Inspection Agency’s 
initiative to modernize Canada’s poultry inspection system. The goals of MPIP 
are to reduce microbial pathogens in raw poultry products and to enhance the 
use of science and risk-based management in Canada’s poultry inspection sys- 
tem. MPIP involves a move away from traditional hands-on government sen- 
sory based carcass-by-carcass inspection to a poultry inspection system based 
on Hazard Analysis Critical Control Points (HACCP), which is internationally 
recognized as the best system for the identification and control of food safety 
hazards. Biological, physical or chemical hazards, or other factors posing food 
safety hazards, are controlled during processing at critical control points where 
procedures are monitored and corrective actions are taken by industry when 
critical limits are exceeded in order to remedy any deviations from normal. 
HACCP focuses on preventing product defects from occurring, rather than 
spending time “inspecting defects out” of finished products. (Published in the 
Canada Gazette Part I on May 13, 2000) 


EMPLOYMENT 


Employment Insurance Regulations, amendment, to make a number of 
changes to regional boundaries of EI economic regions, in response to changes 
in labour market conditions. In Nova Scotia, there would be three EI regions 
instead of five, by expanding the Eastern EI region slightly and merging the 
other three rural EI regions into a new Western Nova Scotia, to better reflect 
prevailing unemployment conditions in all areas — with Halifax unchanged as 
the province’s urban EI region. 

In New Brunswick, the single rural EI region would be split between new East- 
ern and Western EI regions, because the unemployment rate in Eastern New 
Brunswick is about twice as high as that in the Western part. The urban EI 
region of Fredericton—Moncton—Saint John would also have small changes. 
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In Quebec, the following changes would occur: creation of the new El region 
of Gaspésie—Iles-de-la- Madeleine, because unemployment in that region is 
about 20 percent; creation of the new EI region of Bas-Saint-Laurent—Céte 
Nord, reflecting the similar labour market conditions in both area; L’ Islet, 
Montmagny and Les Etchemins: assigned to Bas-Saint- Laurent—Céte-Nord 
with comparable unemployment rates and income levels, instead of Quebec— 
Centre-Sud with the lowest unemployment rate in Quebec; Western Quebec, 
renamed as North Western Quebec due to the addition of nord du Québec (Cen- 
sus Division 99, ranging from James Bay to the Ungava), reflecting that area’s 
ties to Western Quebec and similar unemployment; L’ Amiante and Lotbiniére: 
reallocated to Central Quebec instead of remaining with the low unemploy- 
ment region of centre-sud du Québec, to reflect natural labour markets and sim- 
ilar unemployment; Acton: regrouped with the EI region of Central Quebec 
instead of with Montérégie, to reflect its similarity in terms of agricultural and 
manufacturing employment, as well as its comparable unemployment rate. 

In Ontario, three changes are proposed: Kingston to become a new urban EI 
region, pursuant to its designation as a Census Metropolitan Area (CMA) by 
Statistics Canada; Bruce and Grey counties to move from South Central to 
Central Ontario, acknowledging their common characteristics and labour mar- 
ket conditions; Nipissing and Parry Sound districts to move from Central to 
Northern Ontario, because of similar unemployment conditions. 

In Saskatchewan, Census Division No. 17 would be transferred to the Northern 
EI region instead of being within the Southern EI region, given its location and 
the fact that its unemployment situation is akin to that which exists in the 
North. 

In Alberta, the existing rural EI region would be divided into Northern and 
Southern EI regions, since the unemployment rate in the North is 60 percent 
higher than in the South (about 9.5 percent compared to 6 percent). 

In British Columbia, Abbotsford would become a new urban EI region, pursu- 
ant to its designation as a Census Metropolitan Area (CMA) by Statistics Can- 
ada. 

Nunavut, the Northwest Territories and Yukon would each be constituted as 
separate EI regions instead of one, while keeping a deemed unemployment rate 
of 25 percent for each due to the lack of comprehensive unemployment data. 
There would be no changes in three provinces OF Newfoundland, Prince

TAX CHANGES

For kilometres 
driven after 1999, the new limits are 37 cents per kilometre for the first 5,000 
kilometres and 31 cents for each additional kilometre. An additional 4 cents 
continues to be allowed for each kilometre driven in the Yukon Territory, the 
Northwest Territories or Nunavut. 
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The amendments increase the capital cost ceiling of passenger vehicles by 
$1,000, to a maximum of $27,000, plus federal and provincial sales taxes, for 
vehicles acquired after 1999. Finally, the amendments would increase the limit 
on deductible monthly leasing costs for leases entered into after 1999 from 
$650 per month to $700 per month plus the amount of federal and provincial 
sales tax payable on lease payments of $700 per month. (Published in the Can-

AGRICULTURE 


Health of Animals Regulations, amendment, to provide the necessary federal 
regulatory framework to implement reidentification of the national cattle herd. 
The effective date established by the Canadian Cattle Identification Agency 
(CCIA) Board of Directors is January 1, 2001, for cattle leaving the herd of ori- 
gin, and July 1, 2001, for all other cattle. The recent bovine spongiform 
encephalopathy (BSE) outbreak in Europe and the E. coli 0157:H7 outbreaks 
in several countries have eroded public confidence in food safety and are hay- 
ing a dramatic impact on the marketability of bovine products, according to the 
federal government. This has sharply refocused the Canadian cattle industry on 
the need for national ID systems for trace back purposes. 

The amendment requires that every bovine animal be identified with an official 
tag before leaving the herd of origin or co-mingling with cattle of other owners. 
An exception is provided for cattle sent temporarily to a community pasture, a 
bull test station or an agricultural fair, and returning home. An exception is also 
provided to allow unidentified cattle to be sent to facilities approved by the 
CCIA as an approved tagging site where the cattle may be identified with the 
producer’s official tags. 
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The responsibility of the producer of the herd of origin is limited to buying the 
official tag and applying it to the animal prior to departure from the herd, a 
responsibility sometimes referred to as “buy and apply.” No time frame for tag- 
ging is established as long as the animal does not leave the herd of origin. Pro- 
ducers will not be required to maintain their own records for initial tagging, 
although many producers will likely prefer to use the official ID number for 
their own management records. Approved official ID tags will be available to 
producers from approved manufacturers directly or through authorized service 
centres and distributors. 

The service centres and distributors will be responsible for reporting to the 
CCIA database the numbers of the tags purchased by producers so that produc- 
ers need not assume the responsibility of recording or reporting. Official ID 
tags will bear, as a minimum, a unique ID number, an official logo and a bar- 
code to facilitate automated reading such as in abattoirs. The amendment also 
prohibits the reception of non-tagged cattle unless the official identification 
was lost during transportation. In this case, the new owner is to apply a new tag 
and to keep a record of the original tag number, if known, or sufficient informa- 
tion to provide information on the source of the animal in the event of a trace- 
back investigation. In the case of an animal that loses its official identification 
during transportation to the abattoir, the animal would not have to be reidenti- 
fied provided it is slaughtered immediately. No one may remove an official tag. 
An official tag may not be transferred from one animal to another. The manu- 
facture and marketing of fraudulent tags is also prohibited. 

Abattoir operators are required to maintain the official identification of the live 
animal through to the completion of the meat inspection process so that any 
disease detected upon post-mortem inspection can be traced to the herd of ori- 
gin. Abattoir operators are also required to transmit the identification numbers 
of slaughtered cattle to the CCIA database. If a disease or Safety issue is associ- 
ated with the animal or the carcass, the Canadian Food Inspection Agency will 
be provided with information on the origin of the animal in order to start its 
epidemiological investigation for the containment and elimination of the prob- 
lem. If an identified animal dies on the farm or ranch, the producer is required 
to keep a record of the number but does not have to report the number to the 
database. Renderers, however, will be required to report official tag numbers to 
the CCIA database.

Regulations Respecting Anti-Competitive Acts of Persons Operating a Competition Act 
Domestic Service, to supplement the general provisions of the Competition 
Act relating to abuse of a dominant market position by defining what would 
constitute anti-competitive conduct on the part of a dominant air carrier. While 
intended to deal with the Air Canada take-over of Canadian Airlines, the regu- 
lations could apply to any dominant air carrier. The specified anti-competitive 
acts capture predatory conduct, including predatory or below cost selling to 
eliminate competitors or to deter entering into a market, or adding capacity or 
using a low-cost, so-called fighting brand carrier to achieve the same anti-com- 
petitive effect. The proposed regulations also address conduct intended to fore- 
close competitors such as pre-empting airport services or facilities required by 
competing carriers or refusing to supply essential services or access to facilities 
on reasonable commercial terms in circumstances where competitors have no 
viable alternatives. Finally, the proposed regulations address the strategic use 
of frequent flyer programs or other marketing practices for the purpose of elim- 
inating or disciplining competitors or deterring entry into the industry. (Pub-

Regulations Amending the Processing and Distribution of Semen for Food and Drugs 
Assisted Conception Regulations (1238 — Special Access), to establish a Act 


Donor Semen Special Access Programme (DSSAP) and to define more pre- 
cisely the minimum information that a person, who distributes semen pro- 
cessed by another person, would be required to keep in their records as 
evidence that the semen was processed in accordance with the Semen Regula- 
tions. The purpose of the proposed DSSAP is to provide physicians with a 
mechanism to access to donor semen that does not meet the normal safety 
requirements of the Semen Regulations for use in performing assisted concep- 
tion on a patient whose needs can not be met using semen processed in accor- 
dance with those requirements. The distribution of semen containers reserved 
for special access would require the issuance of an authorization by Health 
Canada. To obtain a donor semen special access authorization the patient’s 
treating physician would need to submit an application for special access. The 
information that would be required in the application would include the follow- 
ing: the number of semen containers requested and the identification code of 
each requested container; the date the semen was donated and the dates, 
descriptions and results of the tests, screening and monitoring performed; an 
indication of which safety requirements were not met and why; a rationale that 
outlines: the reasons that justify the use of the requested semen having regard 
to the available information on the safety of the semen and the needs of the 
patient; and the reasons why the needs of the patients can not be met using 
donor semen that has been processed in accordance with the normal require- 
ments of the Semen Regulations. Also required would be statements by the 
physician: that there are no reasonable grounds to believe that the requested 
semen is contaminated by an infectious agent; as to whether he or she has rea- 
sonable grounds to believe that an infectious agent has been transmitted to a 
woman as a result of assisted conception having been performed using semen 
from the donor of the requested semen; that in his or her opinion, the use of the 
requested semen would not pose a serious risk to the health of the patient, hay- 
ing regard to the available information on the safety of the semen and the par- 
ticular needs of the patient; and that he or she has informed the patient for 
whom the semen is requested of the risks associated with its use. Donor semen 
special access authorization would be issued provided all the required informa- 
tion has been submitted as part of the application and that the following pro- 
posed conditions are met: there is no evidence that the requested donor semen 
is contaminated with an infectious agent; white blood cell count does not 


exceed 10°/ml; serological testing as described in the Guidelines or equivalent, 
Or superior testing methods for Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV)-I and II 
antibody, Hepatitis C Virus (HCV) antibody, and Hepatitis B surface antigen 
(HBsAg) have been performed with respect to the requested donor semen and 
the result of the tests are negative; it is not possible to bring the requested 
semen into compliance with the normal safety requirements of the Semen Reg- 
ulations; and the authorization is not being used to circumvent the normal 
safety requirements of the Semen Regulations. 
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The Regulations would also be amended to require that the records shall at 
least include the following: the date that the semen was donated; the tests per- 
formed in respect of the donor; the dates and results of the tests; and if neces- 
sary, an interpretation of the results. This amendment to the record keeping 
requirements would apply to donor semen distributors who are, at the time of 
the coming into force of this amendment, in possession of donor semen or who 
distribute it. Therefore, distributors would not need to update their records in 
respect of donor semen which they distributed prior to the date of implementa- 
tion of this amendment.

INTERNATIONAL TRADE 


Order Amending the Schedule to the Customs Tariff (Least Developed Customs Tariff 
Country Tariff), to extend duty-free access for over 550 tariff lines covering 
currently excluded products from the LDC preferential scheme. The improved 
product coverage would not cover “over access quota” agricultural products, 
refined sugar or currently excluded textiles, apparel and footwear items. 
Amongst those items that would be included are certain chemicals, iron and 
non-alloy steel, prepared foods such as pasta, confectionery products, bever- 
ages, cut flowers and crustaceans. 

General Preferential Tariff and Least Developed Country Tariff Rules of 
Origin Regulations, amendment, to liberalize the existing 40 percent value- 
added requirement under the LDC Tariff to permit the inclusion of up to half of 
that value of materials from other developing countries. This will allow for an 
expansion of the products imported from these countries benefiting from the 
LDC tariff. 

These measures will come into force on June 23, 2000. 

The forty-seven (47) countries that are currently eligible to benefit from this 
tariff treatment are: Afghanistan, Angola, Bangladesh, Benin, Bhutan, Burkina 
Faso, Burundi, Cambodia, Cape Verde, Central African Republic, Chad, 
Comoros, Democratic Republic of Congo, Djibouti, Equatorial Guinea, Eri- 
trea, Ethiopia, Gambia, Guinea, Guinea-Bissau, Haiti, Kiribati, People’s Dem- 
ocratic Republic of Laos, Lesotho, Liberia, Madagascar, Malawi, Maldives, 
Mali, Mauritania, Mozambique, Nepal, Niger, Rwanda, Western Samoa, Sao 
Tome and Principe, Sierra Leone, Solomon Islands, Somalia, Sudan, United 
Republic of Tanzania, Togo, Tuvalu, Uganda, Vanuatu, Republic of Yemen and 
Republic of Zambia. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on July 8, 2000) 


TRANSPORTATION 


Regulations Amending the Motor Vehicle Safety Regulations (School Bus Motor Vehicle 
Body Joint Strength), to revise the Canada Motor Vehicle Safety Standard Safety Act 
(CMVSS) 221, School Bus Body Joint Strength, and the corresponding Test 
Method 221, to ensure that children riding in small school buses, those having 
a Gross Vehicle Weight Rating (GVWR) of 4 536 kg or less, are provided 
equivalent levels of protection against joint separation as they would be pro- 
vided while riding in a large school bus. Currently, CMVSS 221 applies only to 
school buses with a GVWR greater than 4 536 kg. This amendment proposes 
to: extend the applicability of the standard to school buses with a GVWR of 4 
536 kg or less; exclude the driver’s area from the passenger compartment, 
introduce a definition for maintenance access panels (MAPs) and narrow the 
exclusion for these panels; require a maximum fastener spacing of 100 mm; 
and revise the testing requirements. Excluded from these new requirements 
will be: body panel joints that lie forward of the vertical transverse plane 
located 762 mm in front of the seating reference point of the forwardmost pas- 
senger seat; MAPs that are located outside the passenger area and those located 
inside the passenger area that are smaller than 305 mm; joints which have only 
one discrete fastener or spot weld support; components, such as rub rails, 
located outside of the body panels; windows, doors, ventilation panels and 
engine access covers; and decorative parts that do not contribute to the bus 
body strength. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on July 8, 2000) 
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Canadian Aviation Regulations (Part III), amendment, to introduce a new Aeronautics Act 
subpart 308 (Aircraft Emergency Intervention at Airports) with its associated 
Standard 328 (Aircraft Emergency Intervention at Airports Standard) into the 
Canadian Aviation Regulations (CARs). This proposal will establish regulatory 
requirements for an aircraft emergency intervention service (AEIS) for land 
airports which do not satisfy the passenger traffic criteria used to identify the 
28 designated airports which are required under sub-part 303 (Aircraft Fire 
Fighting at Airports and Aerodromes) to provide on-site aircraft fire fighting 
services. The AEIS is intended to increase the survivability of persons on board 
an aircraft in the event of an aircraft emergency. The proposed Regulations in 
subpart 308 will require that an AEIS be provided at airports where there is a 
commercial passenger-carrying aircraft service, of which the airport operator 
has had at least 30 days advance notice, which meets the criteria prescribed 
within subpart 308 for traffic frequency and size and type of aircraft. The pro- 
posed Regulations will allow the service to be either single-phase (all compo- 
nents are based on-site i.e. within the perimeter of the airport grounds) or two- 
phase (the initial response is based on-site with additional capability based off- 
site) to facilitate participation by the emergency services located in neighbour- 
ing communities. In either case, for airports required by these proposed regula- 
tions to provide an AEIS, there must be a person, trained on the on-site 
equipment, within the airport perimeter, during a time period covering 90 per- 
cent of the movements, for which the airport operator has received the required 
notice, of the commercially operated passenger-carrying aircraft for which the 
proposal will require the provision of an AEIS. As well, during any movements 
of a commercially operated passenger-carrying aircraft in respect of which a 
type certificate has been issued authorizing the transport of 20 or more passen- 
gers, if the aircraft are operated under subpart 705 (Airline Operations) or 
under subpart 701 (Foreign Air Operations), the proposed Regulations will 
require on-site AEIS coverage. 

For the on-site components of the service, there must be a response time of 
three minutes from the mobilization of the on-site equipment to the midpoint of 
the farthest runway. For the off-site portion of a two-phase service, a response 
time of 20 minutes, from the time of the sounding of the alarm to the time the 
equipment prescribed in section 308.12(Extinguishing Agents and Equipment) 
reaches the midpoint of the farthest runway will have to be met. (Published in

It also provides for pension assignment which is the sharing of CPP 
retirement pensions in continuous relationships and provides for credit-split- 
ting provisions which is the division of pension credits after separation. As for 
the OAS Act, it extends the Allowance and the Allowance for the survivor 
which are income-tested benefits to same-sex common-law partners. Like the 
CPP, the Allowance for the survivor is provided given the other eligibility crite- 
ria are met and that the death of the same-sex common-law partner occurred on 
or after January 1, 1998. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on September

In the case of the Marine Certification Regulations, which 
prescribe the qualifications, training and certification standards required of 
crew members of Canadian commercial vessels, mobile offshore units and 
Safety Convention ships, the changes would cover such minor policy changes 
as alternate ways to meet the qualifications by having practical experience, 
reduced requirements for seasonal ships and changing requirements to be more 
directly related to the particular certificate sought. The amendments include 
requirements for the issue and re-issue of certificates for personnel on ro-ro 
passenger ships, as well as for the re-issue of certificates for personnel on tank- 
ers, to meet Canada’s obligations under the STCW 1995. 

In terms of the Crewing Regulations, which prescribe the levels of training, 
qualifications and fitness of all ships personnel, the definition of “waters under 
Canadian jurisdiction” would be amended to reflect the fact that the The new 
Oceans Act repealed the Territorial Sea and Fishing Zones Act and made con- 
sequential amendment to the Interpretation Act, the Canada Shipping Act and 
other Acts with respect to, among other things, the definition of “waters.” As 
well, the amendment would prohibit ships from navigating in waters under 
Canadian jurisdiction unless they comply with the Regulations and make some 
requirements less onerous while at the same time ensuring safety. The amend- 
ments would: update references to the standard for medical examinations, TP 
11343 (Medical Examination of Seafarers — Physician’s Guide); introduce the 
requirement for seafarers who use hearing aids to have replacement batteries 
for the aids on board ship; increase the ability of seafarers to meet the medical 
requirements by introducing alternative methods of testing for meeting the 
colour vision requirements in the standard; allow for medical examinations to 
be conducted by a physician or a registered nurse when there is no designated 
physician within a 200 km radius of the area in which a ship is operating; limit 
the period of validity of tanker certificates and ro-ro passenger certificates to 
five years, to meet Canada’s obligations under the STCW 1995; give effect to 
the international requirement for companies to ensure that seafarers have 
received familiarization training in their duties and can also demonstrate effec- 
tiveness in coordinating emergency activities on board a ship; and replace ref- 
erences to TP 4071 (Standard for Engineering Watchkeeping on Ships, 
published in 1983) and TP 1018 (Code of Nautical Procedures and Practices, 
published in 1985) with specific references to STCW 1995.

Canada Deposit Insurance Corporation Differential Premiums By-law, 
amendment, to make a number of technical and one substantive change to the 
to the Reporting Form set out in Part 2 of Schedule 2 to the By-law. The sub- 
stantive change would eliminate the requirement that the Chief Financial 
Officer or other signing officer completing the Form also sign the Form. This 
change is intended to simplify the format of the Form and facilitate the elec- 
tronic filing of information.

FISHERIES 


XwaYeN (Race Rocks) Marine Protected Area Regulations, to formally 
designate the waters surrounding Race Rocks as XwaYeN (Race Rocks) 
Marine Protected Area (MPA). In addition, the harvesting of living marine 
resources within the MPA will be prohibited subject to existing aboriginal or 
treaty rights. XwaYeN (pronounced shwai’ yen) is located in the Juan de Fuca 
Strait, 17 kilometres off the coast of Vancouver Island, southwest of Victoria. 
The islets of XwaYeN (Race Rocks) form the most southerly part of Canada’s 
Pacific Coast. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on October 28, 2000) 
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Regulations Respecting Marine Activities in the Saguenay-St. Lawrence 
Marine Park, to provide one of the major mechanisms permitting the control 
of commercial whale-watching activities, to ensure adequate protection of 
whales. The first part of the regulations provides controls for the issuance of 
permits for commercial marine observation activities, scientific research, shut- 
tle services and the holding of special activities in the Park. The second part 
addresses the behaviour of boat operators engaged in whale watching activities, 
such as distances to be maintained from whales by boat operators while 
engaged in whale watching activities. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I 
on October 28, 2000) 


Quebec Fishery Regulations, 1990, amendment, to improve the management 
and administration of fishing activity and aid in the conservation and sustain- 
ability of the fishery. More specifically, the Regulations are being amended to 
allow all types of angling in the Kegaska Lake portion of the Kegaska River 
system, in the Little Trout River portion of the Moisie River system and in the 
Elsie Lake portion of the Bec-Scie River system. At the same time, to control 
incidental salmon catch, a zero catch and possession limit for salmon will be 
established. This limit will require anglers to release any salmon caught in 
these waters. Also included among the proposed changes would be the estab- 
lishment of a new, more convenient seven-day non-resident sport fishing 
licence for certain parts of the province. The fee for this licence will be compa- 
rable to that of two three-day licences. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I 
on October 28, 2000) 


Ontario Fishery Regulations, 1989, amendment, to make a number of 
changes. These include: reducing ice fishing lines from two to one per angle in 
a number of small lakes with natural lake trout populations; establish a daily 
catch limit for yellow perch of 50 in Whitefish Lake and 25 in Lake Nipissing 
while allowing a total possession limit of 100 and 50 respectively (i.e. an 
angler could retain two days catch at any one time); to allow anglers to fillet 
fish for transport once they are off the water, while still ensuring fish are kept in 
a manner that will allow their size to be readily determined in areas where size 
limits are in place; and to establish several new sanctuaries to protect spawning 
fish and to protect against excessive winter harvest. (Published in the Canada 
Gazette Part I on October 28, 2000) 


FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


Order Prescribing the Fee to be Paid by Foreign Nationals to Participate 
in an International Youth Exchange Program in Canada, to introduce a par- 
ticipant fee payable by participants entering Canada under an International 
Youth Exchange program from Australia and New Zealand, countries which 
account for about 40 percent of total incoming participants. Both countries now 
charge a fee to Canadians entering their countries. (Published in the Canada 
Gazette Part I on October 28, 2000) 


TAX CHANGES 


Artists’ Representatives (GST/HST) Regulations, amendment, add the Pro- 
ducers Audiovisual Collective of Canada (PACC), the Québec Reproduction 
Rights Collective Administration Society (COPIBEC), and the Société de ges- 
tion collective de 1’ Union des Artistes inc. (ARTISTI) to the list of artists’ rep- 
resentatives that are prescribed for purposes of subsection 177(2) of the Excise 
Tax Act (“the Act”). The prescription of these artists’ collectives enables those 
organizations, and the artists they represent, to take advantage of simplified 
accounting for the Goods and Services Tax and Harmonized Sales Tax (GST/ 
HST). The amendment also changes the name of the Canadian Reprography 
Collective Inc. (CANCOPY) to the Canadian Copyright Licensing Agency 
(CANCOPY), effective June 13, 1994. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I 
on October 28, 2000) 
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Financial Services (GST) Regulations, amendment, to ensure the treatment 
as financial services of certain services provided to investment plans and other 
entities whose principal activity is the investing of funds, and to clarify the 
treatment of certain clearing, settlement and authorization services, as well as 
agents’, salespersons’ and brokers’ services, in respect of financial instruments. 
Section 4 of the Regulations would also be amended to clarify that certain ser- 
vices provided in respect of a financial instrument by an agent, salesperson or 
broker who arranges for the issuance, renewal or variation of the instrument are 
exempt financial services. Wording clarifications are proposed to the “at risk” 
rule in section 4, to avoid any confusion as to whether it could capture clearing, 
settlement or authorization services in respect of credit or charge card vouch- 
ers, solely because of the remote and insignificant risk that the supplier might 
technically assume in providing these services (e.g., as a result of a guarantee). 
As proposed by the Minister of Finance on November 5, 1991, these wording 
changes are effective December 31, 1990 (i.e., the effective date of the Regula- 
tions) given that these amendments are made for greater certainty only. (Pub- 
lished in the Canada Gazette Part I on October 28, 2000) 


Deduction for Provincial Rebate (GST/HST) Regulations, to specify the 
amount of the deduction as the amount of the provincial rebate in respect of the 
Harmonized Sales Tax (HST) paid on the supply of any of the items listed in 
the Regulations. The Regulations would come into force on April 1, 1997. 
(Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on October 28, 2000) 


Federal Book Rebate (GST/HST) Regulations, amendment, to add the 

L ABC communautaire/Péninsule du Niagara, the Metro Toronto Movement 
for Literacy/Le Rassemblement pour |’ alphabétisation de la Communauté 
urbaine de Toronto, the Yukon Learn Society, the Peel Literacy Guild Inc., The 
Centre for Literacy of Quebec Inc./Le Centre d’alphabétisation du Québec inc., 
the Drayton Valley Adult Literacy Society and the PTP - Preparatory Training 
Programs of Toronto to the list of charities and qualifying non-profit organiza- 
tions that are prescribed for purposes of paragraph 259.1(1)(f) of the Excise 
Tax Act. The prescription of these organizations entitles them to a 100 percent 
rebate of the Goods and Services Tax (GST), or the federal portion of the Har- 
monized Sales Tax (HST), paid on purchases or importations of certain reading 
materials and audio recordings of printed books. In accordance with the Act, 
the primary purpose of these organizations is the promotion of literacy. (Pub- 
lished in the Canada Gazette Part I on October 28, 2000) 


Mail and Courier Imports (GST) Regulations, amendment, to make two 
changes: ensure consistent sales tax treatment of imported publications and 
related audio recordings (e.g., video recordings) that accompany those publica- 
tions when imported; and to make wording changes in order to ensure consis- 
tency in the terminology used in the Regulations and in the related statute, and 
to reflect changes that have been made to cross-referenced legislation. More 
specifically, the Regulations are amended to replace the reference to “alcoholic 
beverages, cigars, cigarettes and manufactured tobacco” with a reference to 
“excisable goods and wine”. This change applies to goods imported after 
November 26, 1997, the day on which this amendment was proposed by way of 
press release issued on behalf of the Minister of Finance. The new wording is 
intended to cover exactly the same group of goods as the wording it replaces 
but is consistent with references to these goods found elsewhere in the Excise 
Tax Act (e.g., subsection 252(1) of the Act) and avoids potential ambiguities or 
inconsistencies in the interpretation of the terms “alcoholic beverages” and 
“tobacco.” A definition of “excisable good” for GST/HST purposes, which also 
applies for purposes of these Regulations, is already set out in subsection 
123(1) of the Act. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on October 28, 
2000) 
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Property Supplied by Auction (GST/HST) Regulations, to list prescribed 
goods for the purposes of subsection 177(1.3) of the Excise Tax Act. Subsec- 
tion 177(1.3) of the Act allows, in certain circumstances, an auctioneer and a 
GST/HST-registered principal to jointly elect to have the principal collect and 
remit the tax instead of the auctioneer. This election is available for certain 
goods sold by auction that are prescribed in these Regulations. The prescribed 
goods are: (a) cut flowers and foliage, bedding plants, nursery stock, potted 
plants and plant bulbs and tubers; (b) horses; (c) motor vehicles designed for 
highway use; (d) machinery and equipment (other than office equipment) 
designed for use in (i) the exploration for, or the development or production of, 
petroleum, natural gas, minerals or water, (ii) mining, quarrying or logging, 
(ili) the construction or demolition of capital works, buildings, structures, 
roads, bridges, tunnels or other projects, (iv) the manufacture or production of 
tangible personal property, the development of manufacturing or production 
processes or the development of tangible personal property for manufacture or 
production, (v) the treatment or processing of toxic waste or the detection, 
measurement, prevention, treatment, reduction or removal of pollutants, (vi) 
carrying refuse or waste from, or exhausting dust and noxious fumes produced 
by, manufacturing or producing operations, or (vii) the prevention of accidents 
in the workplace or the mitigation of their effects; (e) attachments for tangible 
personal property included in para-graph (d); and (f) repair or replacement 
parts for tangible personal property included in paragraph (d) or (e). The Regu- 
lations are deemed to have come into force on April 1, 1997. (Published in the

fully to the notice and to the application, while maintaining reasonable process 
efficiency, since landowners will have a cumulative total of 40 days following 
the service of a notice upon them by a pipeline company to express a view to 
the Board about the acquisition by a company of an interest in their lands; the 
insertion of a requirement that a pipeline company must file its reply to the 
landowner’s objection within seven days after the date that the objection is . 
served on the company by the landowner, and that the company must serve a 
copy of its reply on the landowner; and a minor amendment removing the obli- 
gation of a landowner to serve their objection by registered mail. (Published in

For example, a new subsection 64(1.1) has been added to 
the Act which requires air carriers to give 120 days notice before discontinuing 
year-round non-stop scheduled air services between two points in Canada 
where the proposed discontinuance of service will result in a significant reduc- 
tion of weekly passenger-carrying capacity between those two points. Subsec- 
tion 14(1) and Schedule III of the Regulations would therefore be amended to 
reflect this change to the Act. As well, a new subparagraph 86(1)(h)(ii1) has 
been added to the Act which gives the Agency the power to make certain regu- 
lations in respect of corrective measures to be taken and compensation to be 
paid should an air carrier fail to respect its tariff applicable to international air 
services. Those regulations are contained in section 113.1 of the Regulations. 
Finally, section 107.1 has been added to the Regulations in order to prescribe 
the manner in which interest is to be calculated where the Agency orders a car- 
rier to refund persons who were overcharged in accordance with paragraph 
66(1)(c) of the Act.

Following the repeal of the Motor Vehicles Tariff Order, 
1998 and the three special remission orders (SROs), the vehicle manufacturers 
formerly eligible for the Auto Pact benefits will be required to pay the 6.1 per- 
cent MEN tariff on all non-NAFTA originating vehicles that they import into 
Canada. In this regard, it is estimated that the vehicle tariff will apply to an 
additional 40,000 vehicles sold annually in Canada (largely luxury vehicles).

TAX CHANGES 


Regulations Amending the Income Tax Regulations (Registered Pension 
Plans), to make a number of technical amendments to Parts LX XXIII and 
LXXXV, to clarify the application of existing income tax provisions, resolve 
certain conflicts with pension benefits legislation and respond to particular 
issues that have been raised by pension plan administrators, pension consult- 
ants and others. The specific changes include: 

* an amendment to subsection 8303(2) so that past service pension adjust- 
ments (PSPAs) that are exempt from certification (generally PSPAs that 
are associated with broad-based benefit improvements) will not reduce 
RRSP room until the year following the year of the past service event. 
Under the existing rule, exempt PSPAs reduce RRSP room in the current 
year. 


* an amendment to subsection 8304(2) provides a special PA rule when to 


add an anti-avoidance rule and to limit the amount of a transfer that may 
be counted as a qualifying transfer for purposes of calculating PSPAs. 


* an amendment to section 8307, which provides rules for purposes of a 


PSPA certification, as a consequence of the introduction of subsection 
147.3(13.1) of the Act. Subsection 147.3(13.1) provides relief from double 
taxation where an excess transfer to an RRSP or registered retirement 
income fund is subsequently withdrawn. 
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* the addition of exemptions under paragraph 8503(2)(a), to provide greater 
flexibility to plan sponsors in designing benefit options that serve the 
needs of their members. Most notably, the exceptions will accommodate 
adjustments to a member’s pension that: eliminate the portion of an early 
retirement reduction that was not required under paragraph 8503(3)(c) of 
the Regulations; eliminate an offset for disability benefits provided to the 
member under the Canada Pension Plan (CPP) or Quebec Pension Plan 
(QPP), workers’ compensation or private insurance plans; eliminate a joint 
and survivor reduction; and allow a plan member who marries after pen- 
sion commencement to take a reduced pension in exchange for spousal 
survivor benefits. ’ 

¢ the modification of registration rules for specified multi-employer plans 
(SMEPs), to allow SMEPs to provide lump sum payments on termination 
or death equal to employee and employer contributions plus interest. 

* modification of the registration rules relating to lump sum commutation 
benefits under defined benefit registered pension plans (RPPs), to accom- 
modate the practice of calculating the commuted value as of the date of 
termination of active membership and adjusting it for interest between the 
calculation date and the payment date. This will resolve a conflict with 
pension benefits legislation and bring the tax rules into closer conformity 
with accepted actuarial practice. 

* the modification of the registration rules relating to bridging benefits, to 
accommodate certain provisions of the Supplemental Pension Plans Act 
(Quebec), allowing additional bridging benefits, on an actuarial equivalent 
basis, of up to 40 percent of the year’s maximum pensionable earnings; 
and spousal bridging benefits. Defined benefit RPPs are permitted to pro- 
vide members who retire before age 65 with a temporary bridging benefit 
during the period before they begin receiving benefits under the Old Age 
Security Program or the CPP or QPP. 

¢ the modification of the interpretation rules in subsection 8500(1), to ensure 
that the RPP rules work properly when two spouses participate in the same 
plan. 

* the modification of the RPP investment rules in section 8514, to provide a 
limited exclusion for large defined benefit multi-employer plans. 

(Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on December 9, 2000) 


Regulations Amending the Income Tax Regulations (Parts XII, XXXIJand Income Tax Act 
LXIIJ), to make a number of proposed changes to three parts of the Regula- 
tions. In the case of Part XII, sections 1202, 1202(5)(c) and 1216 are amended. 
The amendment to paragraph 1202(5)(c) implements a 1995 announcement 
and was last published in draft form in June 1996. As a result of this amend- 
ment, where a person acquires, either after 1995 in the case of an acquisition 
made pursuant to an agreement in writing entered into before April 26, 1995, or 
after April 26, 1995, in any other case, property from a tax-exempt corporation, 
the person will not benefit from the corporation’s earned depletion allowances, 
mining exploration base, frontier exploration base and supplementary allow- 
ances in respect of the property. This amendment removes an exemption which 
allowed those tax attributes to be acquired with the property in certain cases. 
Section 1216 of the Regulations is amended consequentially to amendments to 
paragraph 149(1)(d) of the Income Tax Act (the Act) and the addition to the Act 
of paragraphs 149(1)(d.1) to (d.6) related to tax-exempt Crown corporations 
and other public authorities. In the case of Part XXXII, Sections 3200 and 3201 
of the Regulations are amended by re-placing their preambles. Currently, each 
preamble contains a list of sections to which the regulation applies. To simplify 
the application of the Regulations, the cross-referencing is deleted and the pre- 
ambles modified such that each regulation applies for all purposes of the Act. | 
In addition, section 3201 is amended by adding seven stock exchanges (the Tel 
Aviv Stock Exchange, the Vienna Stock Exchange; the Copenhagen Stock 
Exchange, the Helsinki Stock Exchange, the Oslo Stock Exchange, the Johan- 
nesburg Stock Exchange, and the Stockholm Stock Exchange) to its list of pre- 
scribed foreign exchanges. These additions were requested by taxpayers and 
were announced publicly on July 22, 1998, in the form of a press release. 
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In the case of Part LXII, the Regulations is amended by adding section 6210 to ( 
prescribe debt obligations for the purpose of paragraph 38(a.1) of the Act, 

which halves the inclusion rate of capital gains arising from charitable dona- 

tions of prescribed debt obligations and shares listed on prescribed stock 

exchanges. Prescribed debt obligations are bonds, debentures, notes, mortgages 

or similar obligations of or guaranteed by the Government of Canada or similar 

obligations of the Government of a Province or an Agent of a Government of a 

Province.
